Market  for  “Clip-ons” 

OUR  contributor  “L.F.J.”  has  several  times  remarked  on 
the  sales  possibilities  for  the  motor  trade  in  motor  attach¬ 
ments  for  bicycles — or  “cllp-ons”  as  they  are  popularly 
called.  We  return  to  the  theme  because  those  possibilities  are 
still  far  short  of  being  fully  appreciated. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  now  about  200  British  garage 
firms  handling  clip-ons.  Only  200  who  have  realised  the 
potentialities  in  a  sideline  which  is  a  “natural”  for  the  motor 
trade!  We  use  that  term  because  all  garages  are  equipped  to 
provide  the  so-necessary  service-after-sales. 

There  are,  of  course,  other  opinions  as  to  who  should  deal 
in  clip-ons.  Motor  cycle  dealers  and  bicycle  dealers  are  already 
selling  and  servicing  them  efficiently.  But  as  many  motor 
cycle  agents  have  specialised  sales  orbits  which,  it  seems,  they 
are  not  anxious  to  expand,  and  as  the  majority  of  bicycle 
dealers  are  not  organised  to  give  service,  it  is  clear  that  the 
business  should  go  to  those  who  are  willing  and  fitted  for  it. 
Indeed,  most  manufacturers  of  the  attachments  follow  this 
rule. 

Clip-ons  are  here  to  stay,  there  is  no  doubt  of  that.  And 
their  sales  possibilities  Increase  in  proportion  as  the  allocation 
of  cars  for  the  home  market  gets  smaller  and  the  cost  of  motor¬ 
ing  rises.  They  make  a  display  item  for  empty  showrooms,  and 
provide  valuable  practice  in  salesmanship  against  the  day  when 
cars  are  once  more  plentiful. 

Manufacturers  estimate  that  there  is  a  sales  potential  in 
this  country  of  5,000,000  units.  That  may  well  be,  if  the 
astronomical  sales  on  the  Continent  are  anything  to  go  by.  In 
Holland  alone  one  make  is  selling  10,000  attachments  a  year. 
Over  here  about  150,000  units  have  been  sold  in  three  years. 

A  review  of  some  of  the  leading  makes  of  attachments  Is 
given  in  this  issue.  Live  motor  agents  will  see  in  them 
opportunities  for  selling  as  “second  cars” 
for  shopping,  and  so  on,  and  for  contacting 
new  customers  who  may  one  day  become 
car  owners.

Good  market  waiting 

OMEONE  has  calculated  that  It 
costs  less  to  travel  by  motor- 
assisted  bicycle  than  to  wear  out 
a  pair  of  shoes  walking  the  same  dis¬ 
tance,  so  no  wonder  that  In  these  hard 
times  this  form  of  motoring  Is  enjoy¬ 
ing  unprecedented  popularity.  As 
there  seems  no  reason  to  suppose  that 
the  financial  position  of  most  people 
In  this  country  will  Improve  to  any 
great  extent  In  the  near  future.  It 
would  appear  that  the  market  for 
these  attachments  Is  as  yet  by  no 
means  approaching  saturation  point. 

There  must  be  only  a  relatively  small 
section  of  present-day  cycle  owners 
who  cannot  afford  the  £6  deposit 
which  Is  all  that  Is  Initially  required 
to  motorise  their  machines.  The 
market  would  no  doubt  be  very  much 
wider  If  Great  Britain  fell  Into  line 
with  the  overwhelming  majority  of 
foreign  countries  and  exempted 
motor- assisted  bicycles  from  taxation, 
registration  and  third-party  Insurance 
formalities.

The  cycle  motor  customer 
Is  rarely  drawn  from  the  ranks  of 
motor  cyclists,  however.  Usually,  he— 
or  she — Is  either  of  working-class  type, 
accustomed  to  using  a  cycle  for  going 
to  work  on,  or  he  is  middle-aged  or 
elderly,  and  would  In  more  normal 
times  own  a  small  used  car.

The  very  nature  of  the  majority  of 
cycle  motor  customers  has  meant  that 
the  chief  tribulation  In  servicing  these 
little  units  Is  not  their  unreliability, 
but  the  profound  Ignorance  of  their 
owners  on  the  internal  combustion 
facts  of  life.  If  treated  properly  and 
looked  after  well,  the  majority  of  cycle 
motors  will  continue  to  function  day 
in  and  day  out  In  a  most  uncomplain¬ 
ing  manner.

Step  to  be  taken  when  a  machine  is 
brought  in  that  will  not  start  is  to 
examine  the  contents  of  the  fuel  tank. 

The  most  peculiar  fluids  have  been 
found  in  tanks,  the  public  apparently 
possessing  a  touching  faith  that  any 
liquid  that  will  burn  will  do.  These 
liquids  usually  have  one  point  in  com¬ 
mon,  however,  a  total  lack  of  the  oil 
which  must  be  added  to  lubricate  most 
of  these  small  two-strokes. 

Ready-mixed  petroil 

The  petroil  system  of  lubrication 
has  much  to  recommend  it,  but  not 
from  the  servicing  point  of  view,  and 
it  will  be  a  considerable  step  towards 
lengthening  the  life  of  many  units 
when  it  becomes  legal  for  manufac¬ 
turers  to  supply  and  garagists  to  sell 
petroil  ready  mixed  in  handy  packs. 
A  Government  amendment  to  the 
Customs  and  Excise  Bill  is  to  be  intro¬ 
duced  into  the  House  in  the  near 
future  to  make  this  possible. 

Three  chronic  effects  often  encoun¬ 
tered  of  Incorrect  lubrication  of  these 
units  are  (1)  seizures,  (2)  non -starting 
through  oiled  plugs  and  (3)  a  marked 
loss  of  power  owing  to  the  silencer 
having  become  choked  with  carbon. 

Worth  investigating 

When  servicing  it  must  constantly 
be  borne  in  mind  that  most  attach¬ 
ments  develop  only  a  fraction  of  one 
horsepower,  and  power  losses  through 
inefficient  working  or  incorrect  adjust¬ 
ment  of  the  bicycle  parts  just  cannot 
be  afforded. 

For  any  garagist  not  content  to  sit 
back  and  let  events  take  their  course, 
the  impact  of  the  cycle  motor  can  be 
regarded  as  a  formidable  challenge. 
The  selling  and  servicing  of  these 
units  may  well  develop  into  a  very  big 
business  indeed,  and  the  whole  field  is. 
therefore,  surely  worth  investigating.

Clear  floor  space 

Building  licences  for  new  gar¬ 
ages  may  still  be  hard  to  get.  but 
when  they  are  obtained,  motor 
trade  firms  certainly  know  how  to 
hustle  in  getting  the  buildings  erected 
Reed’s  Garage,  Ltd.,  of  Peterborough, 
Is  a  case  In  point.  Ten  months  ago  they 
had  Just  finished  the  fight  for  their 
licence.  To-day,  they  have  a  new 
workshop  of  more  than  22,000  square 
feet  In  Padholme  Road.  Peterborough, 
completely  equipped  and  already 
stacked  with  work. 

The  new  premises,  easily  accessible 
from  their  main  premises  in  Broad¬ 
way.  were  officially  opened  recently,  a 
number  of  manufacturer  and  trade 
friends  being  present  for  the  celebra¬ 
tion.  These  guests  were  much  im¬ 
pressed  by  the  building,  the  workshop 
portion  of  which  measures  300  feet  In

length  by  72  feet  wide,  unencumbered 
by  any  supporting  columns. 

The  only  natural  lighting  for  this 
workshop  comes  through  the  roof, 
there  being  no  windows  In  the  side 
walls.  Reason  for  this  was  to  keep 
costs  within  the  licence  limit.  But 
what  was  thought  to  be  a  drawback 
has  turned  out  to  be  an  advantage, 
because  the  roof  lighting  has  proved 
to  be  adequate,  the  firm  thus  being 
saved  window  maintenance  costs. 

Down  the  right-hand  side,  however, 
bays  have  been  cut  In  the  wall  to 
allow  access  and  light  to  the  stores 
and  offices  which  occupy  a  sort  of 
annexe  adjoining  the  main  building. 

The  stores  have  an  area  of  120  feet 
by  18  feet,  and  they  are  very  well 
equipped,  carrying  a  stock  of  £25,000 
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worth  of  Nufiaeld,  Perkins,  Seddon,  and 
A.E.C.  parts. 

One  of  the  offices  Is  of  particular 
interest  from  the  garage  layout  point 
of  view.  This  Is  the  workshop  man¬ 
ager’s  office,  which  has  been  located 
at  the  point  where  the  reception  bay 
ends  and  the  workshop  begins.  The 
office  has  a  bay  window  and  a  door¬ 
way  into  both  sections.  As  the  man¬ 
ager  sits  at  his  table  he  can  command 
a  clear  view  of  both  workshop  and 
reception. 

The  reception  bay,  incidentally,  is 
an  unusually  large  one,  taking  up  72 
feet  by  60  feet  of  the  main  building 
space  immediately  inside  the  en¬ 
trance.  It  is  divided  off  from  the 
workshop  by  a  six-foot  high  wall  with 
a  doorway  in  the  middle.  The  door¬ 
way  space  can  be  sealed  off  by  dwarf 
gates  which  slide  out  from  the  wall 
on  each  side.  Reed’s  Garage  are  firm 


only  way  of  permanently  increasing 
the  firm’s  working  force. 

Special  features  of  the  workshop  in¬ 
clude  a  three-bay  sunken  workshop 
equipped  with  benches  and  lighting 
for  the  underneath  of  vehicles,  and 
an  overhead  gantry  which  runs  the 
entire  length  of  the  shop. 

Down  the  middle  of  the  building 
runs  a  drain,  and  this  forms  the  boun¬ 
dary  line  for  the  two  halves  of  the 
shop,  one  being  devoted  to  petrol- 
engined  vehicles,  the  other  to  diesel 
jobs.  Reed’s  do  a  very  large  amount 
of  commercial  vehicle  repair  and  ser¬ 
vicing  work,  and  they  have  found  it 
best  to  segregate  the  two  types  in 
this  way. 

At  the  far  end  of  the  workshop  is 
a  body  repair  shop,  and  two  self- 
contained  paint  shops,  each  provided 
with  steel  sliding  shutters.  The 
vehicle  wash  Is  outside  the  building.

Granolithic  flooring  has  been  put  in, 
and  the  roof  is  Celotex  lined,  this  re¬ 
taining  heat  in  the  winter  and  pro¬ 
viding  insulation  in  the  summer. 
Heating  is  by  thermostatically-con¬ 
trolled  unit  heaters,  which  also  provide 
fresh  air  in  the  summer.  The  firm’s 
own  oil-fired  boiler  house  attends  to 
the  heating.  Tungstone  sodium  light¬ 
ing  is  used  throughout.

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CONTRACT  LAW  EXPLAINED  (3) 

The  Performance  and 


Must  be  feasible 

BVIOUSLY  a  contract  must  be 
capable  of  being  performed 
when  the  agreement  is  reached, 
otherwise  It  is  void.  The  impossibility 
can  be  ABSOLUTE,  e.g.,  an  agreement 
to  swim  the  Atlantic  Ocean;  or  LEGAL, 
e.g.,  the  agreement  to  pay  a  workman’s 
wages  otherwise  than  in  money;  or 
ACTUAL,  where  the  subject  matter  of 
the  contract  is,  without  the  knowledge 
of  the  parties,  already  non-existent. 

The  mere  fact  of  great  difficulty  in 
completion  of  a  contract  does  not 
avoid  the  consequences,  even  if  the 
difficulties  were  not  anticipated  by  the 
persons  concerned. 

If  there  is  a  genuine  misrepresenta¬ 
tion  going  to  the  root  of  the  contract, 
there  is  no  agreement  and  therefore 
no  contract.  The  mistake,  however, 
must  be  one  of  fact,  and  can  refer  to

the  subject  matter,  to  the  parties,  or 
even  to  the  nature  of  the  contract 
itself. 

It  is  sometimes  possible  to  say  that 
a  person’s  mind  did  not  accompany 
his  signature  and  the  most  familiar 
example  of  this  is  the  blind  or  illiter¬ 
ate  person  who  is  persuaded  to  sign  a 
document  thinking  it  is  something 
else. 

A  person  relying  upon,  and  actually 
misled  by  a  misrepresentation  of  fact 
can  rescind  the  contract  but  It  is  often 
a  difficult  matter  to  decide  exactly 
what  and  how  much  misrepresenta¬ 
tion  is  necessary  to  avoid  a  contract 
entirely.

Fraud  has  never  been  defined  in  so 
many  words,  as  it  is  so  varied  in  its 
form,  but  it  is  usually  assumed  to  be  a 
wilful  misrepresentation  of  fact  which 
deceives  the  Injured  party.  In  order 
to  justify  avoidance  of  a  contract 
Induced  by  fraud,  the  fraud  must  be 
one  of  fact,  made  by  one  of  the  parties 
to  the  agreement,  and  relied  upon  by 
the  other.  Proof  is  not  always  easy 
to  obtain. 

Termination  of  contract 

Any  contract  can  be  terminated  or 
discharged  by  any  of  the  following: — 

PERFORMANCE. — i.e.,  the  complete 
fulfilment  of  the  terms  within  the 
allotted  time  or  a  reasonable  time. 

AGREEMENT. — ^The  persons  con¬ 
cerned  may  get  together  and  agree  to 
alter  the  original  contract,  waive  their 
rights,  or  make  a  new  contract 
altogether. 

BREACH. — The  effects  of  breach  are 
too  wide  to  mention  in  a  few  words. 
Generally  speaking,  however,  a  total 
breach  ends  the  contract  and  the 
innocent  party  has  a  right  of  action 
for  damages  in  place  of  the  rights 
under  the  contract  —  the  defaulter 
does  not,  therefore,  escape  his  liabili¬ 
ties  or  responsibilities, 

LAPSE  OF  TIME. — The  Statutes  of 
Limitation  require  action  arising  out 
of  contracts  to  be  brought  within  a 
certain  period.  In  the  case  of  ordinary 
simple  contracts  the  period  is  six  years 
from  the  time  the  cau,se  of  action 
arose,  although  the  recognition  of  a 
debt,  for  example,  by  part  payment  or 
acknowledgement,  starts  the  six-year 
period  all  over  again.

for  the  hire  of  certain  types  of  labour, 
(c)  an  agreement  relating  to  the  sale 
of  goods. 

Here  are  two  examples  of  what  has 
been  explained: — 

Garagist  C  offered  to  let  Customer 
A  have  a  particular  lock-up  garage  as 
from  January  1st,  and  accepted  one 
month’s  rent  in  advance.  On  Decem¬ 
ber  20th  the  building  was  burnt  down 
through  no  fault  of  C,  who  is  not 
liable  for  a  breach  of  the  contract,  but 
who  should  return  the  rent  paid. 

Customer  A  contracts  on  January 
1st  to  buy  a  particular  car  from 
Garagist  C  with  delivery  on  March  1st. 
The  car  is  stored  in  the  meantime,  no 
cash  having  been  paid,  although  A  has 
signed  an  order  form  undertaking  to 
pay  the  amount  due  on  delivery.  On 
January  12th  A  says  he  has  changed 
his  mind  and  does  not  want  the  car, 
and  will  not  pay  for  it.  C  can  take 
action  immediately — he  does  not  have 
to  wait  until  March  1st.

Death  of  a  party  discharges  a  purely 
personal  contract  completely  as  per¬ 
formance  becomes  impossible.  If  the 
person  concerned  was  an  agent,  such 
as  a  director  of  a  company,  the  con¬ 
tract  continues,  since  the  principal  is 
Impersonal,  i.e.,  a  company,  and  the 
death  of  the  person  signing  on  behalf 
of  the  company  makes  no  difference 
to  its  responsibilities. 

Stamping  of  agreements 
To  be  enforceable  in  the  courts, 
some  agreements  have  to  bear  stamps 
— a  form  of  taxation.  A  deed  needs  an 
impressed  stamp  showing  that  the 
proper  duty  has  been  paid,  but  an 
ordinary  simple  agreement  under 
hand  requires  only  a  sixpenny  adhesive 
stamp  which  must  be  affixed  before 
signature.

For  this  reason  it  is  valuable  for  the 
dust-proofing  of  floors,  as  it  forms  a  smooth

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The  travel  trade 

HIS  country’s  tourist  industry  is 
a  big  thing.  Holiday  spending 
runs  at  about  £500  million  a 
year,  to  which  overseas  visitors  con¬ 
tribute  over  £66  million.  Their  num¬ 
bers  have  increased  very  considerabiy 
since  the  war,  prior  to  which  the  an¬ 
nual  total  never  reached  500,000.  Last 
season  it  was  getting  on  towards 
750,000,  and  the  prospect  is  that  the 
50  per  cent,  rise  will  be  maintained. 
As  the  motor  trade  is  so  closely  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  business  of  tourism  I 
propose  this  week  to  say  a  word  or 
two  about  the  annual  report  of  the 
Travel  Association  which  is  in  effect 
the  organising  body  of  the  Industry. 
Only  just  issued,  this  lengthy  docu¬ 
ment  contains  Interest  for  us  all. 

Strength  of  our  voice 

N  order  to  develop  a  tourist  indus¬ 
try  two  things  are  necessary.  There 
must  be  facilities  for  getting  about; 
also  accommodation  for  travellers. 
They  need  to  eat  and  sleep;  want  to 
be  able  to  move  freely  at  not  too  great 
expense.  Accordingly,  transport  and 
catering  are  the  key  components  of 
the  Industry.  In  connection  with  the 
former,  the  road  becomes  of  steadily 
Increasing  importance  over  the  rail¬ 
ways,  as  Is  In  fact  clearly  indicated 
In  the  report  we  are  considering.  It 
would  seem  reasonable  that  the  two 
components  mentioned  should  have 
roughly  equal  representation  in  the 
T.A.  set-up,  with  the  road  interest 
rather  predominating,  if  anything,  on 
the  transport  side.  If  that  be  agreed, 
then  the  existing  organisation  scarcely 
seems  to  meet  the  requirements.  On 
the  council  of  the  association  are  32 


members  representing  the  hotel  in¬ 
dustry.  Only  five  are  there  to  speak 
for  a  particular  section  of  the  motor 
trade — the  car-hire  firms — and  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  A.A.  and  the  R.A.C. 
also  sit.  That  seems  out  of  balance, 
and  by  more  than  a  trifle.  Looking  to 
a  higher  level  we  find  three  catering 
people  on  the  board  of  the  T.A.,  but 
nobody  from  the  motor  industry.  And 
while  there  is  a  special  sub-committee 
to  deal  with  matters  relating  to  car 
hire,  there  Is  no  other  solely  concerned 
with  road  transport.  On  it.  moreover. 
I  can  trace  only  a  single  member  who 
is  actually  engaged  in  the  business. 
Leaving  It  there  my  conclusion  is  that 
our  Industry  needs  stronger  represen¬ 
tation  in  the  T.A.  councils. 

The  independent  spirit 

OVERNMENT  grants,  which 
amounted  to  £575,000  in  1950- 
51,  are  the  association’s  main 
source  of  income.  But  there  is  also  a 
commercial  membership,  which  is 
rising,  and  in  the  same  period  sub¬ 
scriptions  brought  in  £63,000  odd. 
Over  2,000  individual  concerns  in  the 
catering  trade  are  among  the  finan¬ 
cial  supporters,  which  is  certainly  sig¬ 
nificant.  Moreover,  the  association 
aim,  very  laudably,  at  making  their 
effort  mainly  co-operative  and  the  re¬ 
port  says  quite  frankly  that  hitherto 
far  too  much  has  been  left  to  State 
aid.  On  that  readers  will  doubtless 
agree  that  they  have  the  right  out¬ 
look.  And  the  contention  that  Britain 
should  put  visitors  first,  as  some  other 
countries  do,  is  also  sound.  Tourism 
is  undoubtedly  handicapped  by  regu¬ 
lations,  some  modern  as  well  as  an¬ 
tique,  that  indirectly  cost  the  country 
more  than  they  are  worth.  The  asso¬ 
ciation  find  little  change  in  the  holi¬ 
daymaking  habits  of  our  own  people. 
Probably  none  is  likely  to  occur  until 
the  Government  change  the  Bank 
Holiday  dates.

"Nominal”  Charge  For  Service 

Sib, — Oldham  and  Sons,  of  Denton,  are  to 
be  congratulated  on  their  efforts  to  bring 
to  the  notice  of  motorists  the  Importance 
of  the  electrical  equipment  fitted  to  cars. 
But  the  method  employed  Is  to  be  deplored 
by  all  Interested  In  the  future  of  the  auto¬ 
mobile  electrical  industry. 

I  agree  that  the  12  points  mentioned  In 
your  i-ssue  of  May  31st  are  of  paramount  im¬ 
portance  from  the  point  of  view  of  road 
•safety,  but  to  suggest  that  an  examination 
of  this  nature  may  be  carried  out  for  "a 
nominal  charge,”  whatever  such  a  term  may 
really  mean,  Implies  to  the  motorist  some¬ 
thing  similar  to  a  car-valetlng  service. 

To  check  thoroughly  the  whole  of  the 
electrical  equipment  of  a  car  and  carry  out 
any  repairs  necessary  to  put  the  equipment 
in  reasonable  condition  would  take  at  least 
a  full  working  day  which,  with  the  spec¬ 
ialised  knowledge  and  Instruments  Involved, 
could  not  be  accounted  for  by  a  “nominal 
charge.” 

I  believe  motorists  should  be  made 
conscious  of  the  fact  that  the  electrical 
system  of  a  car  is  a  complete  power  station, 
storage  centre  and  distribution  network  in 
miniature,  and  that  its  efficiency  Is  a  con¬ 
tributory  factor  not  only  to  road  safety  but 
to  their  own  comfort  and  efficiency  as 
drivers. 

By  all  means  let  us  encourage  the  motc- 
ist  to  have  attention  given  to  tnese  points, 
but  please,  no  more  talk  of  “nominal 
charges.”  Let  the  automobile  electrical  In¬ 
dustry  be  recognised  for  what  It  Is,  a  skilled 
trade  requiring  years  of  training  to  attain 
proficiency.

Kerbside  Car  Cieaning 

Sir, — Further  to  your  Terse  Talk  on 
"Kerbside  Car  Cleaning”  (June  21st  l.ssuei 
I  should  like  to  offer  the  following  obser¬ 
vations. 

You  state  that  first.  It  Is  manifestly 
wrong  that  anyone  should  use  the  streets 
as  trading  premises.  Secondly,  that  It  Is 
against  the  national  interest. 

On  the  first  point,  I  think  that  we  have 
accepted  this  form  of  trading  In  Its  many 
guises  for  too  long  now.  The  fruit  .seller, 
souvenir  seller,  the  West-end  spiv  with  his 
many  lines,  all  create  the  .same  problem,  and 
therefore  we  must  ask  for  the  abolition  of 
all  forms  of  street  trading,  rather  than 
emphasise  our  own  problem. 

With  regard  to  the  national  interest, 
surely  our  cry  must  be  that  any  form  of 
street  trading  encourages  street  parking, 
and  that  Is  not  In  the  least  desirable  In  the 
central  London  area  where  this  problem  Is 
most  acute.  This  must  be  opposed  on  the 
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groundH  of  encouraging  parking  and  so  Im¬ 
peding  the  flow  of  traffic. 

In  fairness  to  ourselves  we  must  now  try 
to  find  out  why  people  use  this  kerbside 
washing.  A  view  I  often  hear  expressed  l.s 
that  It  Is  a  cheap,  reliable  ( In  the  sense  that 
you  know  the  car  Is  being  washed),  and  con¬ 
venient  service.  All  too  often  garages  charge 
high  prices  for  car  wa.shlng,  and  even  then 
It  can  only  be  done  If  there  Is  no  more 
pressing  work  on  hand. 

The  big  thing  the  kerbside  car  cleaning 
people  have  In  their  favour  Is  that  they  have 
to  do  a  good  Job  to  rely  on  your  custom,  and 
also  they  do  It  when  you  want  It  done  with 
the  minimum  amount  of  Inconvenience  to 
all,  save  the  flow  of  traffic,  and  the  bona 
fide  trader.

The  well- 
known  Frank  Shorland  was  Sales  Manager 
of  the  company,  than  whom  there  was  never 
a  better  known  or  more  popular  personality 
In  the  Industry. 

Then  we  had  the  Talbot-Darracq  French- 
built  cars.  These  cars  attained  quite  a  name 
for  them.selves  In  the  racing  world,  and  I 
seem  to  remember  gained  first,  second  and 
third  places  In  one  of  the  200-mlle  races  at 
Brook  lands  in  the  hands  of  Malcolm  Camp¬ 
bell,  K.  Lee-Oulnness  and  Dario  Resta. 

Finally,  we  have  the  French  Talbot  car 
(pronounced  "bo’’  and  not  “bot”)  and  the 
Sunbeam-Talbot,  which  came  about  through 
the  acquisition  of  the  Talbot  and  Sunbeam 
companies  by  the  Rootes  Group.

Then  I  was  shown  one  of  the  houses  In 
which  the  boys  live  during  their  two-year 
term  of  training.  They  have  a  very  fine 
room  for  recreation,  and  the  dining  room, 
which  Is  soon  to  be  enlarged,  has  a  very 
comfortable  appearance. 

The  workshops  where  the  boys  get  their 
practical  training  are  fitted  out  In  a  most 
comprehensive  fashion.

Show  speculations 

HIS  week’s  “Royal”  has  been  an 
historic  occasion,  possibly.  That 
we  shall  not  know  for  another 
year  at  least,  but  the  time  may  come 
when  people  will  recall  that  It  was  at 
Newton  Abbot,  in  1952,  that  a  major 
change  was  introduced  in  the  make¬ 
up  of  our  agricultural  shows. 

Reviewing  the  facts  briefly,  the  R.A.S.E. 
wisely  decided  to  cancel  all  cleis.ses  for 
cloven-footed  animals.  In  view  of  the  pre¬ 
vailing  epidemic,  thus  leaving  what  might 
have  been  an  aching  void  in  the  display.  To 
All  that  the  society  immediately  set  about 
to  organise  other  attractions.  They  inclu¬ 
ded  tractor  driving  contests,  practical 
demonstrations  of  mechanised  cultivation; 
a  special  display  of  products  of  West 
Country  engineering  Arms,  and  so  on. 
Among  the  useful  makeweights  were  film 
shows,  and  the  "Power  Parmer”  collection 
of  antique  tractors. 

The  first  thing  to  be  said  about  all  this 
Is  that  the  society  cannot  be  too  highly 
commended  for  their  enterprise.  Instead  of 
sitting  down  and  bemoaning  their  fate  they 
took  immediate  and  vigorous  action  to  make 
the  best  of  a  bad  Job.  What  an  example  to 
other  organisers! 

Here  to  stay? 

The  important  thing,  however,  is  that  a 
major  experiment  has  been  tried.  For  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  the  "Royal”  the 
accent  has  been  on  the  machinery.  What 
the  outcome  will  prove  to  have  been,  in 
terms  of  attendance,  we  do  not  yet  know, 
and  it  will  be  extremely  Interesting  to  learn 
the  figures. 

In  that  connection  a  regular  contributor 
to  "Farm  Mechanisation"  made  an  estimate 
from  the  show  results  up  to  about  the  end 
of  May,  which  indicated  that  about  one 
third  of  the  visitors  go  to  .see  the  stock, 
whereas  the  machinery  draws  roughly  two- 
thirds  of  the  gate. 

No  one  would  suppose  that  the  livestock 
will  be  given  less  prominence  in  the  shows 
of  the  future,  but  what  does  seem  highly 
likely  is  that  some  of  the  innovations  star¬ 
ted  at  Newton  Abbot  will  be  perpetuated. 
If,  moreover,  the  R.A.S.E.  is  judged  to  have

set  a  successful  lead,  then  we  may  be  sure 
that  the  county  societies  will  follow  suit. 
Over  a  very  long  period,  Indeed  ever  since 
the  war,  I  have  been  advocating  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  driving  competitions  and 
"action”  events  to  add  to  the  attraction, 
and  the  educative  value,  of  the  summer 
shows.  Now  It  looks  as  if  that  change  is 
really  coming  about. 

"Hepeferg” 

Above  is  the  title  of  the  house  journal  of 
Tractors  (Hereford),  Ltd.,  a  decidedly  in¬ 
teresting  production.  The  not  unattractive 
name,  which  is  certainly  one  that  sticks  in 
the  mind,  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the 
firm  are  main  distributors  of  the  Ferguson 
for  their  area.  They  also  repre.sent  Pest 
Control  (U.K.),  Ltd.,  and  have  branches  at 
Llandrindod  Wells  and  Knighton,  besides 
their  very  modern  headquarters  at  Holmer 
Road,  Hereford.  Their  managing  director. 
C.  P.  Lewis,  has  other  Interests  in  the  motor 
Industry. 

"Hereferg”  is  a  bi-monthly  which  goes 
out  to  some  1,100  farmers  and  has  already 
shown  Itself  to  have  considerable  pulling 
power.  One  is  not  surprised  to  learn  that, 
as  the  magazine  impres.ses  most  favourably. 
It  carries  a  good  deal  of  really  practical  and 
useful  information;  is  not  lacking  in 
humour  of  the  right  kind,  and  has  the  per¬ 
sonal  touch.  The  Illustrations,  too,  are 
good,  and  the  whole  presentation  is  above 
the  average  house  organ  standard.  The 
editor,  C.  A.  Lewis,  A.M.I.Mech.E.,  is  to  be 
congratulated. 

Before  the  war,  quite  a  number  of  garages 
issued  periodicals  for  the  benefit  of  their 
customers,  and  a  few  still  do  so.  The  idea 
is  certainly  worth  the  consideration  of  trac¬ 
tor  agents. 

Conversions:  A  note 

In  a  recent  issue  I  mentioned  the  case  of 
a  customer  who  bought  a  light  van  and  had 
it  converted  into  a  pa.s.senger  vehicle.  He 
did  this  for  the  rea.son  that  he  was  able  to 
obtain  rea.sonably  quick  delivery  whereas 
he  would  have  had  to  wait  indefinitely  for 
a  new  car  of  the  size  he  required. 

A  reader  points  out  that  in  such  circum¬ 
stances  the  buyer  would  be  liable  for  pur¬ 
chase  tax  at  the  full  car  rate.  While  agents 
would  be  unlikely  to  overlook  that,  or  fall 
to  explain  it  to  inquiring  customers,  it  is 
possibly  as  well  to  publish  this  reminder. 


LIABILITY  FOR  ACCIDENT  REPAIRS  TO  HIRED  CAR 


MOONS  MOTORS  LOSE  INSURANCE  DISPUTE  APPEAL 


STATK.MKNT  ON  TAKIFF  CAKI) 

N  appeal  In  an  action  which  arose  out 
of  damage  to  a  hired  motor  car  came 
before  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  Monday. 

Tile  court  dismissed  the  appeal  of  Moons 
Motors,  Ltd.,  of  Dorset  House,  Marylebone 
Road,  London,  N.W.,  against  the  dismissal 
by  Judge  Drucquer  at  Marylebone  County 
Court  of  their  claim  against  Mr.  Kiuan 
Wou,  a  Chinese  diplomat,  for  £33  17s.  4d. 

Mr.  Joseph  Jackson,  for  Moons  Motors, 
said  that  Mr.  Wou  hired  from  the  firm  a 
car  which  he  himself  drove  and  the  amount 
claimed  was  in  respect  of  damage  caused 
by  a  collision  with  another  car. 

He  had  been  given  a  tariff  card  on  which 
there  was  a  statement  that  the  hire  charge 
Included  petrol  and  insurance.  Judge 
ftrui'iiuer  held  that  ‘'insurance"  meant  full 
comprehensive  cover  against  all  risks,  and 
that  there  was  an  express  warranty  hy  the 
plaintiffs. 

The  hire  agreement  contained  a  clause 
that  the  hirer  would  be  responsible  for  the 
cost  of  repairing  a  damaged  car,  but  Judge 
Drucquer  treated  the  express  warranty  as 
overriding  that  clause. 

Jt  IKJ.MKNT 

Lord  Justice  Somervell,  giving  judgment, 
said  that  Mr.  Wou's  evidence  was  that  he 
would  not  hire  a  car  which  was  not  insured. 

The  plaIntliTs’  case  was  that  they  were 
not  (overed  hy  Insurance  in  res|>ect  of  dam¬ 
age  such  as  that  for  which  they  claimed. 

The  first  question  was  whether,  reading 
the  agreement  as  a  whole,  there  was  in  it 
anything  inconsistent  with  the  warranty. 
The  County  Court  Judge  had  found  that 
in  re.spect  of  this  car,  ordinary  risks,  includ¬ 
ing  damage  by  accident,  were  covered. 

"I  can  find  nothing  in  the  agreement," 
said  Lord  Ju.stlce  Somervell,  ‘‘to  Indicate 
that  the  only  insurance  for  which  the  plain¬ 
tiffs  were  arranging  was  in  respect  of  statu¬ 
tory  liability. 


‘T  think  that  its  effect  is  that  the  hirer 
is  responsible  for  the  cost  of  repairs,  it  be¬ 
ing  for  him  to  make  arrangements  for  re¬ 
pairs;  but  the  car  was  covered  and  he  would 
be  able  to  look  to  an  Insurance  company 
in  respect  of  the  usual  risks. 

“There  is  no  dispute  tliilt  If  tliere  liad 
been  tlie  normal  full  cover  it  would  liave 
cotered  tlie  dumuge  claitneii. 

“Insurance  of  motor  cars  is  a  very  com¬ 
mon  matter  and  it  would  need  very  cieav 
words  in  an  agreement  of  this  kind  to  allow 
a  man  to  take  away  a  car  on  hire,  he  being 
uncovered  and  liable  if  there  were  an 
accident. 

“I  think  that  the  words  in  the  agreement 
‘A  policy  of  Insurance  is  in  force  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  the  use  of  the  car  by  the  hirer’ 
mean  a  policy  covering  normal  risks.  The 
liability  which  the  hirer  undertakes  is  on 
the  basis  that  there  is  in  the  background  a 
policy  of  Insurance. 

“If  the  damage  by  accident  or  otherwise 
is  of  such  a  nature  that  it  is  not  covered 
by  the  normal  policy  he  has  to  bear  it  him¬ 
self,  but  if  it  is  in  accordance  with  ordin¬ 
ary  rl.sks  he  can  look  to  this  policy  to  cover 
his  liability.  I  think  that  this  appeal  must 
be  dismissed."  Lords  Justices  Blrkett  and 
Hudson  agreed.

The  capital  of  each  company  is  £10,000.

KOK  IIO.MK  AM>  FXPOKT— LORD  HIVEfS 
During  1051  Rolls-Royce  and  Bentley  cars 
continued  to  meet  with  approval  from  a 
growing  body  of  owners  but  Import  and 
other  restrictions  abroad  have  still  further 
narrowed  the  market  to  which  the  company 
can  export,  says  Chairman  and  Joint  Man¬ 
aging  Director  Ixtrd  Hives,  C.ll.,  .M.H.E., 
In  his  statement  Issued  with 
the  annual  report  and  accounts  of  Rolls- 
Royce,  Ltd. 

The  restrictions  In  Canada  last  year,  and 
more  recently  In  Australia  and  France,  had 
a  serious  effect  on  their  exports,  while  at 
home,  unfortunately,  the  controls  and  mat¬ 
erial  shortages  prevented  the  company,  on 
the  production  side,  from  achieving  the 
output  and  efficiency  they  desired. 

During  the  year  it  had  been  nece.ssary  to 
increase  once  again  their  prices  so  as  to 
cope  with  the  considerable  rise  In  cost  of 
materials  and  also  with  a  further  national 
wage  award.  These  Increases  in  manufac¬ 
turing  costs  were  greatly  inflated  by  the 
66 1  per  cent  purchase  tax  the  motor  car 
trade  has  to  bear. 

.\I*I*E\I,  TO  OOVERN.MKNT 
l,onl  Hives  stresses  iiow  vital  it  is  tiiat 
tlie  tiovernmeiit  should  keep  tiiis  tax  under 
euiistaiit  review,  so  tiiat  it  eaii  he  adjusted 
at  tlie  proper  time,  and  liefore  irreparable 
ilaniage  is  done  to  the  industry. 

Production  and  development  of  their  B 
range  of  military  and  commercial  petrol 
engines  Is  proceeding  rapidly,  he  states,  and 
also  that  the  motor  car  division  Is  carry¬ 
ing  out  other  development  work  In  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  military  side  of  the  rearma¬ 
ment  programme. 

He  also  mentions  two  recent  develop¬ 
ments.  One  Is  that  owing  to  the  widening 
of  their  activities  In  Canada,  the  name  of 
their  subsidiary  company  has  been  changed 
to  Rolls-Royce  of  Canada,  Ltd.,  and  the 
other  Is  that  Krig.  tlie  Hon.  H.  K.  .M. 
Kiiidersley,  CMI.E.,  .M.C.,  whose  a.ssoclatlon 
with  the  company  goes  back  many  years, 
has  Joined  the  board. 

Tn  a  reference  to  Park  Ward  and  Co.,  Ltd., 
he  says  this  company  have  maintained  their 
tradition  in  the  production  of  custom-built 
coachwork  for  his  company’s  cars,  and  In 
this  inherently  expensive  type  of  production 
the  present  rate  of  purchase  tax  becomes 
a  burden  which  may  well  affect  the  future 
of  this  class  of  work. 


GARAGE  ASSESSED  AS  SHOP 

INHISTKIAL  PKK.MISES  CI.AI.M  FAILS 

To  help  them  to  decide  whether  a  Brig- 
house  garage  wa.s  eligible  for  rating  a.s  a 
part  Industrial  concern,  or  all  on  the  same 
level  as  a  retail  business,  members  of  the 
West  Riding  (North)  Local  Valuation  Panel 
inspected  three  large  lorries  standing  in  a 
Halifax  car  park. 

Tlie  vehicles  had  been  made  by  the 
Reliance  Garage  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Wakefield 
Road.  Brlghouse,  and  were  being  shown  as 
examples  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the 
Arm. 

The  Managing  Director.  W.  t'rewe. 
claimed  that  his  Arm  was  registered  as  a 
factory,  and  the  vast  majority  of  the  Arm’s 
business  was  obtained  from  outside  repre¬ 
sentation,  and  not  (o  tlie  extent  of  all  eus- 
toiners  eoniing  to  the  garage  a.s  in  tlie  ease 
of  a  simp. 

He  agreed  that  the  garage  .sold  parts, 
petrol,  and  al.so  motor  acces.sorles  and  com¬ 
ponents,  but  maintained  that  engineering 
was  the  chief  source  of  the  Arm’s  income. 

The  valuation  officer  contended  that  the 
whole  of  the  premises  were  the  same  as 
a  shop,  despite  the  fact  that  part  of  the 
business  was  engineering. 

The  whole,  he  said,  was  a  unlfled  busi¬ 
ness,  whereby  customers  could  be  supplied 
In  a  retail  manner.  He  considered  It  was 
a  repair  garage,  as  well  as  being  concerned 
with  vehicle  building. 

After  retiring  to  consider  the  Issue,  the 
panel  ruled  that  the  garage  was  in  the 
same  category  as  a  shop,  and  was  not  an 
Industrial  bu.slness.

"In  recent  times  some  raw  material  prices 
have  turned  downwards,  but  on  the  other 
hand,  steel,  our  main  raw  material,  has 
been  going  up,  as.  Indeed,  have  many 
others.  In  fact,  our  costs  have  been  In¬ 
creasing.  Ilespile  the  iiiifuvoiirahle  factors, 
ue  think  the  time  has  come  for  courngeoiis 
action,  and  we  have  decided  to  make  sub¬ 
stantial  price  reductions  which  will  he 
effect  I  ve  as  from  July  2nd.

NUNEATON  TAKING  SHAPE 


THE  CARS-ASSEMBLED-FROM 
PARTS  CASE 


Excellent  progress  lb  being  made  on  the 
new  high-speed  test  circuit  at  the  Motor 
Industry  Research  Association’s  proving 
ground  at  Nuneaton. 

There  seems  little  reason  to  suppose  that 
the  a.ssoclatlon  will  not  carry  out  Its  Inten¬ 
tion  of  having  the  track  ready  lor  use  early 
In  1963.  The  circuit  Is  2.8  miles  In  cir¬ 
cumference,  with  two  straight  legs  and  one 
with  a  slight  radius. 

The  new  laboratories  are  also  taking  de¬ 
finite  shape,  all  the  structural  steelwork 
being  In  place.  The  layout  provides  for 
test  bays,  specialist  shops,  workshop,  gar¬ 
age,  lockups,  canteen,  dormitories,  etc.  In 
the  main  test  building,  some  of  the  walls 
of  which  are  already  built,  a  feature  of  the 
planning  Is  a  24,000  gallon  water  tank, 
which  will  form  an  Insurance  against  any 
possible  shortage  in  the  local  supply.  Tire 
building  Is  being  thoroughly  .sound-proofed. 
Large  extractor  fans  are  being  fitted. 

On  the  occasion  of  our  representative’s 
visit  many  notabilities  Including  L.  P.  Lord, 
E.  W.  Lanchester,  K.  Gresham  Cooke  and 
Henry  Spurrier  were  present,  and  visitors 
were  able  to  sample  the  behaviour  of  vari¬ 
ous  vehicles  on  the  outdoor  test  features 
which  include  .several  types  of  faithfully- 
simulated  bad  road  surfacing,  dust  tunnel, 
water  splashes,  cross-country  track,  steer¬ 
ing  pad,  timing  straights  and  .so  on. 

Vehicles  seen  under  routine  test  Included 
the  new  Austin  Seven,  Ford  saloons,  A. E  C. 
Park  Royal  buses,  the  Land-Rover,  and  the 
new  Morris-Commercial  LC4. 

'The  proving  ground  Is  now  being  used 
regularly  by  over  70  concerns,  and  an  aver¬ 
age  of  20  vehicles 

use  the  ground  each  ^ 
working  day  for  an 

average  period  of  , 

nearly  six  hours  each.  1 


FINES  REDUCED  ON  APPEAL 

As  a  result  of  an  appeal  to  the  Londem 
Sessions  Appeals  Committee,  Chelsea  Autos, 
Ltd.,  280,  Old  Brompton  Road.  London,  S.W., 
and  Managing  Director  Rufus  Amlel,  of  the 
firm,  had  fines  of  £250  and  25  guineas  costs 
Imposed  on  each  at  Thames  Magistrates 
Court  recently,  reduced  to  £100  each  and 
the  costs  halved. 

A  report  on  the  proceedings  In  this  case 
when  heard  at  the  Thames  Magistrates 
Court  was  published  in  “The  O.  and  M.A.’’ 
of  April  26th  last.  In  that  Instance  a  fine 
of  £250  and  25  guineas  costs  was  imposed 
on  Chelsea  Autos,  Ltd.,  for  falling  to  apply 
to  the  customs  authorities  for  registration 
for  purchase  tax,  and  Mr.  Amlel  was  fined  a 
similar  sum  for  aiding  and  abetting  Chelsea 
Autos,  Ltd. 

It  was  then  alleged  that  the  defendants 
had  evaded  purchase  tax  of  £1,600  by  a.s- 
sembllng  cars  from  parts,  which  could  be 
bought  free  of  tax,  and  selling  the  vehicles 
free  of  tax  and  covenant.

Making  ’em  think 

I  HAVE  heard  It  said  by  hard- 
pressed  car  owners  (who  pay  for 
their  motoring  out  of  taxed  income) 
that  things  in  the  motor  world  are 
growing  expensive. 

Faced  with  petrol  costs,  maybe  a  tax 
Increase,  staggering  repairs  bills,  and 
more  threats  over  insurance,  some  of 
them  are  beginning  to  think. 

Things  are  not  what  they  were.  For 
Instance  when,  in  the  early  years  of 
this  century,  Botwoods  of  Ipswich 
were  exhibiting  the  Gobron  Brilli6  at 
one  of  Cordlngley’s  Shows,  they 
stressed  adaptability  for  alternative 
fuels.  Thus,  with  the  12  h.p.  car  It 
was  said:  “With  this  car  other  fuels 
than  petrol  can  be  used,  such  as  pure 
alcohol,  benzoline,  or  any  good  spirit 
such  as  gin,  brandy,  whisky,  etc.” 


There  is  nothing  like  a  cheap  sub¬ 
stitute,  methinks.  A  much  better  idea, 
with  far  greater  possibilities  for  the 
driver  with  economical  motives,  was  to 
be  shown  on  Stand  2  at  Cordlngley’s 
1902  Exhibition,  in  April  of  that  year. 
The  catalogue  explains  that  the 
Dunkley  No.  3  Patent  self-charging 
Gas  Motor  Car  for  two  persons  “Takes 
its  own  supply  from  an  ordinary  gas 
pipe  or  street  lamp  post  for  100  miles 
run.”  A  photograph  of  the  car,  which 
was  said  to  have  twin  engines,  appears 
on  page  19. 

If  motoring  is  to  be  any  cheaper 
some  revolutionary  ideas  will  be  neces¬ 
sary,  and  I  am  merely  setting  your 
minds  in  motion. 

There  is  the  business  side  of  motoring 
to  consider,  too,  where  some  men  have 
to  consider  the  cost  of  their  motoring. 
An  example  of  this  was  quoted  to  me 
by  a  man  sitting  in  the  London-to- 
Manchester  train. 


Food  and  car  costs 

He  had  already  been  rude  about 
London’s  restaurant  prices,  because 
he’d  been  called  on  to  countersign  a 
chit  for  £11  odd  for  a  lunch  for  four, 
I  told  him  they’d  gone  to  the  wrong 
place  and  that  I’d  had  a  nice  lunch 
for  less  than  4s. 

Passing  a  factory  which  had  been 
on  short  time  due  to  lack  of  demand 
(one  which  you  know  quite  well)  he 
went  on  to  speak  of  car  expenses.  Now 
he  has  a  car,  remember,  and  can  use 
it  if  and  when  he  likes.  But  he’d  found 
that  for  certain  journeys  the  express 
bus  service  effected  a  considerable 
saving,  for  various  reasons. 

He  cited  a  specific  case,  with  details, 
of  a  journey  of  about  70  miles.  He 
reckons  to  save  about  £  1  on  this.  So

The  coaches 
in  both  sections  were  clean,  and  I  had 
a  good  lunch  on  the  return  journey 
(though  expensive  at  6s.  6d.,  and 
ridiculous  at  the  latest  figure).  The 
20  or  30  staff  with  whom  I  came  in 
direct  contact  were  cheerful  and 
courteous. 

That  does  not  maxe  me  a  confirmed 


railway  traveller,  but  it  does  tell  me 
that  there  has  been  some  genuine 
shade  of  change  in  railway  outlook. 
On  hand-picked  Journeys  like  mine 
they  can  be  considered  as  rivals  to 
motoring. 

Great  changes  are  with  us.  I  have 
not  yet  been  to  see  the  “motel”  in  the 
Midlands,  on  American  lines.  But  I’ve 
seen  the  snack  bar  flourish,  and  also 
sexve-yourself  stores. 

Everything  that  may  affect  motor¬ 
ing  in  your  area  wants  watching. 
Don’t  sit  behind  closed  doors,  with 
your  eyes  and  ears  shut.  Read  your 
trade  Journal  and  keep  wide  awake! 
I  must  get  my  car  rigged  up  for  tap¬ 
ping  lamp  posts  for  gas.  before  I  have 
any  shut-eye,  and  then  go  off  for  a 
peep  at  the  motels  for  our  overseas 
visitors.
